All the 
men were knocked down by the force 
f the explosion and many of them 
endered 
insensible* 
<Hager was 


tunned for a minute, but as soon as 


regained consciousness he crawled 


ver the prostrate forms of the men 
nd succeeded in getting to the 


mouth, He was followed by James 
!urnan. Both men -were horribly 
burned about the face and hands. 


A HEROIC ACT. 


Despite the fact that Hager was 


suffering intense pain he crawled 
tack into the mine and tried to 
ouse the workmen <who were piled 
n the floor, but without success* He 
hen went back to the opening and 
was taken in charge by a physician* 
Turnan and he were removed to their 
homes.

The party was on its* way to <work 


when the accident occurred, but no 
icrson seems to know how many 
men- were in the gang. Afferent re- 
ports have reached here and some of 
hem give the number as low as ten, 
while others have them up to thirty. 
The pit opening is a mass of flames, 
>ut the rescuing party is trying to 
battle against it and get into the im- 
prisoned men. 


The Catsburg mine has had several 
explosions recently. The first of 
hese occurred last -week and since 
hen some smaller ones have occur- 
ed, but none of them resulted as 
seriously as today's. The mine had 
been fooxed up, but was opened today 
n hopes that the gas had all been 
pumped out, and all the miners 
used safety lamps in going in, 


The gas was too much for the 
amps, however, and it ia feared that 
many of the men, have either ,been 
killed or will be burned to death be- 


e the rescuing party can reach 


them.

Mayor 
BerghofT had a heart to 


heart talk with the entire police 
force last evening at assembly hour 
in the police station. That portion 
of his views relating to the personal 
qualifications 
of 
officers 
and 
to 


gambling, as forecasted in The Sen- 
tinel, came off as per schedule. But 
the mayor directed attention to oth- 
er matters and when he got through 
every policeman on the force 
felt 


that he had been considerably bene- 
fited. 


The mayor orders gambling stop- 


ped, 
wine rooms suppressed, women 


driven, from lodgings contiguous to 
saloons and attention of policemen 
to all that affects the public welfare. 
Following is what Mayor -BerghofE 
said to the police force:

-the obnoxious charter amendments to 
be unconstitutional (and hence the 
duty intended to rest entirely upon

metropolitan 
police 


commissioners, appointed by the 
gW€HK;r, h!as again be<en placed upon 
the beard aippoiuted by me, and upon 
myself as mayor of thJs city, I am 
responsible to the pcc^le ddrecrt, and 
therefore in ord'ar "uhat there may be 
no nusunkursifcaaiding as to my in- 
tentions, I desire to speak to ycu all. 
I wunit to 9,17 to you Hh&t the police 
force -of this city is orgtanized for 
the protection of the public, and it 
is our duty to render to the public 
the besrlt service possible. I do not 
want to interfere witk the 'discipline 
of this department, because I believe 
ttat 'a -tfoorouglh discipline is the one 
essential el«nent of success 
and 


must be maintained undeT all clr- 
cunuftances. 
You are -all in duty 


bound to carry out the instructions 
of your superiors, in *fae enforcement 
'of State laws as well as city ordi- 
nance^ and without malice. 
This 


city and Wie (police force thereof can 
be compared most 
favorably with 


any city 'or force in the state as to 
morality and good order, 
I want 


to say to you th'ait radical and non- 
ssnsical measures of suppression or 
persecution 'are not -always the best 
far the public good, arid <are not nee* 
essary dn this city and will not be 
fc>k<rate<L To 
wipe 
out taill evil 


mean to give you more power 


the Almigdnty. Evil will exist 


'as long <as the human race is created 
in fle&'h, sand wll we can do is to con- 
fine the evil 
ffco the smallest possible 


bounds. 


"The personal liberties of individ- 


uals must-be protected and upheld as 
long as Jtihart; liberty does not enter 
into lawlessness and ar;ardry, 'and 
doe® not work to the detriment of the 
general public welfare. 
You have 


succeeded to put out of existence all 
ofojedHon-abla places where men and 
women of bad character congregate, 
and I want to say to you now that 
under rto circumstances will wine- 
rooms and Women of 'bad repute be 
tolerated in saloons or will 'bad wo4 
men be 'allowed to reside in the same 
building. Wo professional gambling 
shall exist under my administration. 
Slot machines such as are contrary TO 
law liave be'*n removed aaid must 
stay out. The l&w 'as to minors fre- 
quenting saloons 'and other places 
forbidden by law must be enforced, 
When arrests are made, they must 
be iiia/de, not with tlte intent to levy 
a fine, but solely for Uhe purpose to 
vindicate and upttiold the law. All 
city orddn&nces must be enforced in a 
spirit of fairness -and justice. Many 
ordinances are passed thalt if en- 
forced to Mia letter would become 
an umieicess?try burden and be of no 
good to the public. Yet most of tFiem 
are of benefit and musit be enforced.

DECISION MAINE CASE. 


Washington, Jttarch 6.—The Span- 


ish treaty claims commission today 
handed down a decision against the 
claimants for deaths and injuries re- 
ceived by officers and seamen in the 
wreck of the battleship Maine in Ha- 
vana harbor. 


TJie commission holds that "indi- 


vidual claims of citizens of one na- 
tion may arise against the govern- 
ment of another nation for redress of 
injuries to persons or property whidi 
such citizens may have 
sustained 


from such government or any of its 
agents. 
But such individual claims 


do not arise in favor of the officers 
and seamen of a ship of war who re- 
ceive, in the line of duty, injuries

The gas engine at the Brudi milb 


at the corner of Wells and Sixth 
street,in Bloomingdale,exploded this 
morning . shortly 
before 8 o'clock, 


wrecking the, brick engine house im- 
mediately in the rear of the mill and 
causing much consternation among 
residents in the immediate vicinity. 


W. H. Brudi and Charfes Oeerkin 


were starting the engine when the 
explosion occurred, and Mr. Cfreerkin 
was hurled against the side of the 
'building, the shock rendering him 
unconscious for a few minutes, Hr. 
Brudi was thrown against a pile of 
wood in a corner of the room near 
the door. Jtealizing the danger of 
another explosion from the escap- 
ing- gas, he started for the door, 
which he found had jammed shut. 
He succeeded in tearing it down 
with considerable difficulty, 
and 


hastened to the front of the building 
where he shut off the gas. With the 
assistance of others who had been 
attracted by the explosion, Mr. Brudi 
carried Oeerkin into the mill office, 
where Dr. (Will 
Stemen. Attended 


him. 
It was found that he had sus- 


tained no injuries beyond a severe 
shock and he was taken to his home, 
99 Madison street, 
in the patrol 


wagon. 


It is .believed that the explosion 


was caused by the accumulation of 
gas in the hollow base of the engine. 
The base is of cast iron aibout an inch 
thick, yet the force of the explosion 
tore it to fragments and the engine 
itself, weighing several tons, was 
moved two feet, 
The two big fly 


wheels striking the west end of the 
building, caused the brick wall to 
bulge out nearly a foot and a heavy 
door 'between the mill and engine 
house was torn 
from 
its -hinges, 


while every window in She engine 
house and several in the mill were 
broken. 


Some oil and fwaste near the engine 


became ignited in some manner, »but 
the fire was extinguished before it 
had 
made much headway. 
Mr. 


Brudi says that he did not notice any 
escape of fuel gas this morning, and 
he is of the opinion that gases were 
generated from oil and other mater- 
als in the engine base, and that the 
xplosion WAS caused by spontaneous 
ombustion. The accident will ne- 
essitate shutting down the mill un- 
til the engine can be repaired. 


Sherman Swinehart, night watch- 


man for the Wayne 'Biscuit company, 
who was looking in the engine house 
window when the explosion occurred, 
was painfully cut about the face by 
flying bits of glass.

Langard, worn with ansiety and 
watching at the bedside of her hus- 
band1, was completely prostrated by 
lis death and -has been In a very crit- 
ical condition. 
3ffr. ILangard's aged 


mother also survives. Louis Lan- 
gard, night clerk at the police sta- 
tion, is a brother and iHrs. Creorge E. 
Parrott, Mrs, tfrank Joly and (Mrs. 
Elton Faust are sisters of the de- 
ceased. 


Offr. Langard was a careful busi- 


ness man and had accumulated a 
comfortable competence, both in real 
estate and personal belongings. He 
was acquainted' with perhaps <as 
many people in Allen county as any 
other resident of the city, and every 
acquaintance was a friend. He was 
cordial; kindly and honorable and his 
death will be sincerely 
mourned. 


Hs took an active interest (in political 
affairs and was a man of much in- 
fluence, though he nfcver

preferment for himseOf, But a few 
weeks ago he was urged toy a strong 
following of friends to permit !hia 
name to go before the coming demo- 
cratic convention as » candidate for 
county auditor, but declined the 
honor.

Railroad Engineer Who Accidentally 


Killed Hi9 fireman—Five 


Months Without Hearing. 


William Armel, a pioneer resident 


of this city, died Wednesday even- 
ing at St. Joseph's hospital from par- 
alysis and cancer, with which he had 
been suffering for several years* Mr. 
Armel was seventy-nine years of age 
and came to Allen county more than 
half a century ago. Surviving are 
the widow, four sons and two daugh- 
ters Two of the eon* reside in Cali- 
fornia. 


The children are Casper Armel, of 


WMtley county; Milton and Walter 
Armel, of California; Mrs. Rebecca 
Carl arid Km. Lfcvinia Weaver, of 
ttihif city. The remains wer* re- 
moved to th* undertaking rooms of 
XiatOm & H<dch2ng, and latter to the 
residence *fc 44 Wetft Third street. 
The funeral services will be held 
from the residence Saturday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock, Bev. Keld officiat- 
ing. The interment will foe at Hun- 
tertown. 


Hartford City, Ind., (March 6.— 


John B. Yaeger, formerly of this 
city, but for years a wanderer in the 
west, lies ia a Mexican jail charged 
with murder—a crime of which he is 
innocent, although lie is responsible 
for the d^ath of a man. 


Balser, as he- was known in this 


city, was (a locomotive engineer on 
th'e Mexican Central railway. One 
day five months ago, not' knowing 
his fireman was under thte engine, 
he received1 a signal to start. He 
turned on steam 
and the engine 


crushed the life out of the fireman 
underneath. In Mexico an engineer 
-whose train kills a person, no matter 
if the victim thixyws lumself in the 
way of the locomotive, is held for 
murder. He is thrown in jail, where 
he really languishes until such time 
as it pleases the Mexican government 
to give him trial. Balzer Yaeger was 
arrested immediately after the kill- 
ing of his fireman an<d he is still in 
jail in a strange country without 
friends to intercede for him. 


The prisoner is a 'brother of Henry 


Yaeger in this city. He had a shoe 
shop here, but twenty years ago he 
went west, since which his relatives 
have heard nothing of him except 
through persons who have happened 
on him lit the west. Congressman 
Steele will be asked to start the ma- 
chinery in motion to aid a fellow 
•countrym-an in distress. 


Yaeger's predicament is much more 


serious than appears 
to people in 


this country, who are used to seeing 
a man get a fair trial for any offense 
with which he may be charged. Un- 
less government pressure is exerted 
he ,may lie in jail for years without 
trial. And even when he i* tried lie 
may be convicted of murder and be 
executed. The Mexican law is par- 
ticularly hard on the raikoad men 
'Many an engineer—and most engi- 
•nefcra on 'Mexican roads are 'Ameri- 
can*—ha* died in jail or been exe- 
cuted for killing people under cir- 
OTmftances which in thia country 
Trould render hini absolutely blame- 
less. The tiwwt that can (be done for 
'the former (Hartford City man i» to 
get him a trial, and at the end 01 
that his friends may Vidh they had 
•lot him remain in jail.
